The opitmistic oltlool much 
in evidence last week also was 
dimmed by the result of a poll

On top of ff came the an- 
nouncement that steel produc- 
{ton lost week declined 2.2 per 
cent and that the past weck’s 
car production declined 26.2

The majority of experts who 
have predicted a sharp increase 
In buying os no result of larger 
defence spending are coming 
around to the basle fact of U.S.

But the impact will be less 
thon originally foreseen. Short of 
a large-scale cofitet, the nation's 
economy will be dominated. by 
two major factors; 1, Despite 
the rapid growth of population 
America's industria plant 
operates at only part of its 
capacity, and 2, Short of a 
mobilisation, thera will be no 
sizeable drop in unemployment, 
brought about by automation. 

This assessment in business 
circles raises again the pro- 
blom of Federal spending in the 
civilian field, whitch .some 
presidential advisers clalm would 
best stimulate economle growth. 


But political opinion is 
sharply divided on this issye. 
and pressure is growing on 
President’ Kennedy to drop 
some of his controversial bills, 
such as government ald to 
public schools, so as. to 
balance out increased defence 
spending. ‘ 
This pressure 1s motivated by 

fears that unchecked “ civil 
spending would . increase the 
danger of inflation, aithough 
the deficit jn the current fiscal 
year will be 5,300 million only 
— less than half of the 12,500 
million hole of the Eisenhower

One day this coming autumn, ‘a modest-looking 
but agile man, whose high cheel-boned : fea- 


tures have frequently been caricatured 


in 


* newspapers throughout the world, expects to 


be setting out from: 
for Moscow. 


His mission: to argue with 
Mr Khrushchev and other Rus- 
stan leaders on the urgency of 
maving towards world govern- 
ment. . 

The man ‘is Eorl Attlee who, 
at 78, is heading the gathering 
movement towards world unity 
in the same determined and 
competent way he headed Bri- 
tnin during its post-war evolu- 
tlon Into a welfare state. 

Already. this year, as honar- 
ary president of the World 
Parliament Association, he has 
been to Indio, Ceyton, the 
United States, Canada anid 
Austria, He has met—among 
others—President Kennedy, x= 
President Elsenhower, and_ the 
Canadlan Prime Minister, John 
Diefenhaker, 

He makes speech _— after 
speech, all-of them Joaded with 
penetrating comments. : 

Examples; : 

“We all favour world peace 
and disarmamert, but no one 
wants to start~it.” 

“The world has got io grow 
up and be as well-behaved 1s 
any city or town in Yorke 
shire,” é : 


“Young people setting out 
in llte will plan everything 
axeept whether there will he 
a world to live in and they 
don’t take any interest In that.” 


First step 


As a first step, Attlee wants 
totnl disarmament. But he has 
no illusions about the dlMeulty 
of ocbleving it, He admits it is 
“a very distastcful ideo to an 
ald bird Hke me, born into a 
world of sovereign states,” 

And, indeed, one of his 
strengths .{s that he can point 
io himself ond say with ‘truth 
that he’ has‘ ¥een: it ‘nil’! 

He is antl-parochlal because 
he has had long and bitter 
firstehond experience \of the 
{roubles that follow when men 
and countrics pretend that they 
are islands, suMfclent unto 
themsolves, * 

Clement Richard Attlee came 
Into a world controiled by a 
powerful Empire ond a power- 
ful Eurove. He has seen the 
old ‘order’ change almost be 
yond recognition and he has 
played a falr part in bringing 
about the changes. 


Tough soldier 


‘Wilr he bo successful in help- 
ing to persunde nations to como 
together? It is an extraordin- 
arily diMcult task, But Attlee 
shas extraordinary qualities. He 
js one of the world’s mus’ 
underestimated men, : 

At'one time, for Instance, 
he was n very tough saldier: 
he was wounded in the Tank 
Corps in the first World War. 
However, there Js about 
none of the obvious glamour 
of the Aghtlng man. 

He was a brilllant scholar 
(Halleybury and, Oxford), but 
ho doesn’t fo. out of the way 
to display his rcholarship. He 
was a skilful barrister, but 
there is Uttle fire in his 
oratory. nia 

He ‘has worked hard all his 
life, Even'in his carly days as 
mayor of the Landon district of 
Stepney, he worked until past 
midnight every night. Yet he 
never looks fatigued. 


‘In sheep’s clothing 


He has been one of the most 
brillant Socialists of~pur thme, 
but as the gon of a solicitor 
he find o conventional middle 
class background with none of 
the pleturesqueness of o work- 
Inge-class up ringing. 

Ho is a Churchill in sheep's 
clothing——and, incidentally, a 
great .admircr of Churchill, of 
whom.he oneo saids “If we had 
had Slr Winston Churchill In- 
stead of Agquith and Licyd 
George in the 1014-1918 war, 
he would have anved a million 
lives, tho loss of which 
still feel.” fe’ he 
- And, Ike Churchill, he feels 
he must go on working. The 
other day he sald; 

“1 misx the exclternent. of the 
Commons. Is pretty dull in 
the Lords. ‘Full ‘up there with 
wold birds, Kind ‘of thing that 
mokes. you . restless.” .
